PHYSICISTS 
PUT ON MANY 
EXPERIMENTS 

First Meeting of Physical 
Society 



OPTICAL EXPERIMENT 



Staff and Students Enjoyed 
Nodding Like Donkeys 



Those present at the first meeting of 
the Physical Society for this year were 
amused by Dr. Eve's reqtiest to "nod 
like donkeys" in order to appreciate the 
beauties of the color top which he ex- 
hibited. This device is simply a lamp 
having a single carbon filament mounted 
diagonally on a disk. When the disk 
is rotated the lamp forms a circle of 
light; but owing to the fact that the 
sensation of' red light makes an impres- 
sion on the brain more slowly than that 
of blue light the disk appears colored. 
Rcalislic snakes can be seen - crawling 
along a vibrating running 'fork held in 
front of the apparatus and when the 
observed passes his outspread fingers be- 
fore his eyes the dfsk seems made up 
of light and black scgniants. More 
wrircd effects are said to be noticed when 
the observer nods liis head.' 

' Dr. Eye also showed an experiment 
which Ifts been described and forgot- 
ten again some half dozen times, the 
most recent publication being in the 
Comptes Rendus for 1918. The re-dis- 
co\ery. previous to this was made some 
ten years ago by Dr. Barnes, of the 
Phy.MCb department staff. When a 
bunsen -flame was passed slowly «long 
â' srleel wiie a current flowed in the 
wire, in the direction of motion of the 
burner, and a similar but less marked 
effect was obscr\-ed when a swab wet 
with liquid air was moted along the 
wire, Dr. Staiisfield r.xpUiiicd that in 
the' bunsen flame a different allotropie 
fo'rnii of ifhe metal was produced and 
that tliis ' transformation lagged ' béliind 
the tempeiràture change at any -particular 
point in the wire so tht when "the flame 
was moved one of Ihe junctions between 
the two forms of iron 'became hotter 
than the other, the wire behaving like 
a thermo electric couple. 

.Other experiments of a more technical 
nature were also performed. Dr. Keys 
described a method of determining the 
^•iscosity ..of higWy viscous liquids by 
measuring the final uniform velocitj' of a 
ball-bearing falling through the liquid. 
.■\ body following in vacuo under the 
influence of gravity moves with a con- 
stantly accelerated velocib' but when it 
falls through a medium which is viscous, 
i.e., which docs not flow readily, it is 
retarded by friction and finally moves 
with constant speed. By an .applica- 
tion of Stoke's Law a numerical value 
for the viscosity of the medium in terms 
of the daisities of the body and medium 
and of the steady velocity of the solid 
provided that the falling objeef is per- 
fectly spherical. A .ball-bearing fills the 
requirements well for liquids such as 
glycerine or trcade. • It . is difficult to 
obtain "suitable materials for tests of less 
dense media but Dr. King stated that he 
had used small fal.se pearls Dr. Shaw 
spùke briefly of thermo-couples and

On Saturday evening the rugby match 
of the afternoon between Queen's' and 
McGill was followed by a banquet tend- 
ered to the winners by the McGill Rugby 
team in the Union. .Princinal T.iylor. 
of Queen's University, iSir Arthur Curi ie, 
Principal of McGill, Mr. Wah.-r .Mol- 
.sOM, Honorary Presiden tof McGill Ki-i:- 
by Club, R. P. Hamilton, President of 
the McGill Students' Society, an.l Hie 
members of both teams were present. 

Mr. Walter Molson, who was presid- 
ing, after the dinner, sppkc of th?'rugby 
he had known in the "olden days", when, 
'the game: was played with no shoulder 
or knee pads, and as- a consequence had 
line plunges as more oc less of a rarity, 
catering more to tlie open, running game. 
Previous to these remarks lie congratu- 
lated the Queen's team .on their we'll-- 
earned victor}-, expressing the view' that, 
should they . succeed in- winning the 
C.LR.F.A, championship, that McGill 
would be' the ftrst to extend to them fier 
well wishes. 

The Rev. Bruce Taylor. Principal of 
Queen's Universitj-, succeeded Mr. Wal- 
ter Afolson and commenced \vitli a nitn- 
tion of the length of time that had elapsed 
since Queen's had humbled the Red and 
White in Montreal— a liiatter of thir- 
teen years. Principal » Taylor went on 
to say that Queen's was handicapped in 
a financial way, because of the limited 
accommodation of their stadium, the re- 
ceipts of the recent game .against Hamil- 
ton Rowing;; Club only, amounted to nine 
htnidrcd dollars, hardly sufficient to 
Compensate the visitors for their ex- 
penses. - Queen'.s, he tliought, was de- 
finitely out of the cellar position in inter- 
collegiate snort, and was now able to sup- 
ply to Varsity and McGill the competi- 
tion necessary to the maintenance of the 
athletics of the "Big Three" in their 
present high position. hi closing, he 
drew attention to the progress made, and 
being tnade by McGill under its prcsci=t 
Principal! ' . 

■ Sir Arthur Cufrie, who followed, gave 
a very interesting address, rommcncing 
with an illusion to the importance of din- 
ners, stfcli as that he was attendiiilf, in 
avoiding narrow-mindedness, A gni- 
versily is a small eommunitj', he averred, 
was prone to become too sçlf contained^ 
and those jn' tbuch with the march of

Importance of S.C.M. to 
Student and University 



The Student Christian Movement 
has become a feature in the life of 
practically every college of dominaiit- 
ly Protestant tradition in Canada, and 
as a general student movement is 
something much bigger, and of tre- 
mendously greater significance than is 
apparent in any particular college 
where it. Operates. In the colleges dur- 
ing the session one hears or sees — 
if indeed they come to his attention 
at all — a number of activities that ap- 
pear to have little relation to one. an- 
other carried on by the local Asso- 
ciations, — a reception for freshmen, a 
group around a fire having "a discus- 
sion", a Sunday evening "Sing", a 
Bible .'Study group, ' sometimes a pub 
lie address. It would be as difficult 
for the casual, and as impossible for 
the indifferent observer of these things 
to discover what they arc all about 
as it would be for him tu understand 
the real significance of a University 
by a hasty glance a.t a football game, 
the college newspaper office, a group 
of stndents passing with books under 
t'lcir anus, or professors in procession 
tj a convocation. All these arc a 
part of the life of the Utliversiiy.; but 
taic Tiiust go into the lecture rooms, 
the libraries, the laboratories, the 
places where the thinking is being 
done, and individual expression given, 
to really . know what a University 
stands for. So it is with the S,C,M. 
Its life is very miich lii'iked up with 
the everyday things of college, but he 
who would see its. soul ihust afteiid 
its conferences, where its aims, and 
ideals, as a nation-wide, ; or world- 
wide movement are frankly, expressed 
antl critically evaluated. 
ï'-TIie Central Canadian'-Gonfcrence' 
recently held at Elgin House, Musk- 
oka, was by its size and vigor itself 
an eloquent testimony that something 
las been stirring in the Canadian col- 
eges, something far more important 
tian the members in any one col- 
1 gc realized. The institutions chief- 
^ represented were McGill, Queen's, 
.Toronto, Quelph, and Western, with 
E delegation of nurses from Toronto 
(Icncral Hospital, and a few students 
rotri colleges as far distant js Hali- 
ax and Vancouver. In all, -with 
eaders, there were nearly three hun- 
dred, of whom forty were from Mc- 
,(:-ill. 

The general theme of the Confer- 
ence was "Internationalism'', consider- 
ed from the standpoint of .i-'overiiment, 
race; industry and religion. The idea 
of this Conference, in common with 
other Conferences of the Movement, 
was 'not to present a cut and dried 
solution to the problems of society, 
social ' or religious, — or indeed to any

THE REAL EDUCATION. 

There is no one to-day who would venture to deny that knowledge 
has become too vast and complicated for the complete mastery by any 
one individual of any art or science, so that in a sense the terms "Master 
of Scjence" are obsolete misnomers. Not even the most brilliant and 
industrious recipient o£ an Honours degree knows all that is to be 
kho\yn concerning his own subject of specialization. And this is well 
The overcrowded brain of such an unfortunate would become the 
storehouse of erudition to the complete exclusion of a fine idealism 
of living and of the common rudiments of ordinary common-sense. 
• This is not the kind of education that one would desire to obtain even 
were its acquirement a possibility. A perfect knowledge of the grammar 
of the Romans or of the laws and bare facts of science is in itself bar- 
ren and profitless. The dogmas, assertions, and attempted justifications 
of the present social oi-der are no more education in the true serise of 
the word than are tlic metaphysical ramblings of modern philosophy 
pr the intellectual, gymnastics of advanced mathematics. Professors 
.know this; leaders of education know it; and they would be the last to 
make a college education merely an acquirement of a series of facts. 

Independence, originality and intiativc arc fine qualities — qualities 
which find little opportunity for development in obedient poring over 
dusty lecture notes and weighty tomes. Yet these are some of the 
qualities that, a university seeks to instil in its students, and these are 
the things of real value that may be obtained from a college education. 
Tlie education that the university student of to-day is seeking consists 
in learning how to live well in the world, which means development 
pf, every normal ability or competence of body and of mind. In place 
of the knowledge of mere fact which is the fruit of the labour of the 
book-worm, the university man who is awake to the possibilities o;: 
his opportunity may reap the benefit of the ea^ger physical, mental anc 
social life of the campus community. Sport and competitive athletics 
linder the supervision of trained coaches develope him physically. The 
subject matter of his lectures and the subsequent discussion with his 
friends, add to the intelligence and the intellect. He acquires the habit 
of questioning and examining "accepted beliefs, whether of common 
knowledge, or in science, business, morals or other fields; and is en- 
couraged to work out for himself tentative standards of economic 
moral, and spiritual values; and to define his attitude towards the 
political and industrial issues of the day. 

Finally, and most important of all, are the benefical effects of the 
social life and student activities of the undergraduates. It is here, 
among the reactions of individual with individual, that the fine spirit 
of ^outh is brouglit out and ministered to. The charm of a winning 
personality, the sporting instinct, a live sense of self-reliance and oi' 
honour, a realization of the obligations of friendship, and the duty o:: 
the individual \o societj' — these are some of the qualities that an eager 
participation in the activities of college life will create and foster in 
the undergraduate. And this is the real education, the attainment of 
which mean.'; the acquisition, not of knowledge, but of wisdom. . 



THE ACHIEVEMENT 

On .Saturday Queen's triumplied over the record of thirteen 
years. Since 1909, the Tri-colour representatives had not succeeded in 
defeating McGill on the latter's gridiron. On Saturday they succeed 
ed. Our men put up a magnificent battle, but were forced to give way 
before thc|SU^rior strength of their opponents.

painted out the advantages of the chro- 
mel-alumel couple which is largely re- 
placing other instruments in many. labor-< 
atorics, including - those of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of T "dmalogy. An 
experiment illustrated sensitivity of 
this couple. Dr. Eve showed how 
Young's modulus for metals could be 
measured by measuring the distances 
between little heaps of cork dust which 
piled themselves up in a glass tube 
held next to the metal bar which was 
forced. to vibrate in a certain manner. 
Dr. King showed a tunable diaphragm 
for synchronous under water signalling, 
a duplicate of which is tieing made for 
the Admiralty. Professor Rcilly had 
prepared to demonstrate the projection 
miscroscopc but was unable to do so ow- 
ing to lack of time. He kindly offered 
to show this instrument on another oc- 
casion.

of them, — nor yet to suggest a pan- 
acea for the spiritual ills of humanity. 
It was rather to bring the students 
face to face with tremendous world 
issues and to present with clearness 
and emphasis facts and possibilities 
regarding our relationships human and 
divine, leaving solutions to be worked 
out, or at least worked at, by those 
who can face them fairly and under- 
stand their implications. It is true 
that such facts and possibilities can 
only enter fully into one's conscious- 
ness when one is freed from prejudice 
and provincialism; yet by their pre- 
sistent impingment upon the mind 
they themselves aid in the banishment 
of these limitations. Opinions regard- 
ing social and religious readjustments 
were indeed set forth with fervor and 
conviction, but no point of view was 
urged as the essential and final one. 

Naturally not all are satisfied with 
this way of doing things. Sonic want 
to be told; they have no desire to 
wrestle with facts; they want a ready 
made .solution— after which they prob 
ably wish to retire out of reach of 
the facts and enjoy the intellectual 
satisfaction of having a ready made 
solution. For such spirits student 
conferences are an aggravation. But, 
fortunately, of those who come in this 
rame of mind few there are who wil 
fully remain in it. As one man said 
a year ago, "I went there (to Elgin 
House) expecting that all the fine ex- 
perience of truth and convictiSn that 
some of our leaders had won in years 
of struggle would be handed to. us on 
a plate. But I see tliat it does not 
come that way. We, too, must work". 
Over and over-again the charge has 
been laid that the Movement is only 
raising questions and not giving solu- 
tions, disturbing but not constructing. 
But experience has shown that the 
constructive process automatically be. 
gins, when the , mind has. been stimu- 
atcd to action by the challenge of . a 
great cause. So .these conferences go 



on disturbing old preconceptions and 
prejudices, opening up new fields of 
thought, assisting in the readjustment 
to new ideas, presenting new tasks, 
but refusing always to impose any 
point of view as final ^and ultimate, 
with a warning to accept' it or die. 

Someone wrote in a- recent article 
about the Muskoka Conference, "The 
students arc a queer bunch". Yes, 
tlicy arcl Moreover to many whose 
thought has always travelled along 
well beaten avenues, high hedged by 
tradional dogmas, they arc a danger 
ous bunch! Can any one imagine an 
ordinary congregation bursting into 
peals of spontaneous laughter at 
riomcnt when the preacher was 
olemnly reading the Scriptuc, and 
ever getting subdued to a becoming 
fiverence in that service again. But 
five have seen the thing happen in a 
F'udent conference; and the reverence 
>vas as genuine as the preceding mirth. 
!i\nd again, you hear one of the stud- 
•iits say, '"I wish to devote my life to 
|l <.c dramatic stage, and I want to carry 
it the ideals of the S.C.M. And 
lie fact that I find no dificulty in re- 
citing these two anibitions to one an- 
her makes me feel that the kind of 
el'tion urged here is very near to 
ilf/'^ That is the queerncss of them! 

And then, the danger of them! One 
Il a prayer says, "If there be a Holy 
Spirit.. . I.;.."; another later challenges 
l;im , to state what he means by the 
l)hrase, and forty or fifty young peo- 
ple get into the discussion. It is so 
linusual to suggest in a prayer a doubt 
cgarding the Holy Spirit; such utter- 
]/ bad form to ask one what he means 
y his expression in a prayer; so 
angcrously upsetting for a crowd of 
oung people to spend two hours talk- 
iig intimately and frankly about their 
iioubts as well as convictions on a sub 
ij;ct that was supposed to have been 
Hosed to question by eminent tlicolog- 
i'.ns centuries ago! On another oc- 
Vision they are warned that their 
minds arc being poisoned, and they go 
forthwith and compose songs about 
Poisoning the Student Mind," and 
^ing them in choruses! And then, the 
^ ay they handle the Bible as if it were 
« book to be used as freely and fear, 
essly as other booksl "They are truly 
dangerous. 

And yet some of us who arc in the 
Student Movement, and have sat 
through hours of intense disciission on 
(■ :h subjects as "Anglo-French re- 
lationships in Canada", "the attitude 
of Christians to Jews", "the problem 
of the alien", "the relationship of 
Caphal and Labour", "the prospect of 
a world organized for peace", ''tlife 'use 
nd ^misuse of missions", etc., etc.; 
I'lose who^have seen the eagerness 
dnd earnestness with which each ques- 
ion has been discussed, and have gone 
way t with a sense of great personal 
esponsibility upon us, and often a high 
esolv^ to give ourselves more ' fully 
o the solving of some of these probr 
lîms, — well, we find something very 
ifferent from fear stirring in ■ our 
earts. It is rather a great hope and 
new assurance that ^ may yet be 
jvell. 

And sonic of us who have seen the 
Bible — or that 1 nit which is worthy- 
finding its way to a permanent place 
in the esteem of those who handle it 
with ungloved hands, and have heard 
jUie not Infrequent demand that some 
hour of recreation be sacrificed to per- 
fiit of further study of it, wonder if 
the champions of the verbal inspir- 
ation and absolute authority have ever 
C2en as much in it as they who claim 
(lie; right to approach it whh entire 
<-eedom, and require that it stand on 
own merits alone. Yes, students 
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may be "dangerous", and their ways 
past comprehension. But so far as 
religion is concerned it has a chance 
to come back to its own through the 
S.C.M., if it indeed be worthy of the 
chance.

Syracuse also 
possessed a nest forward pass which 
was ever baffling to the Brunoninns. 

Eight fir.'.t downs to Brown'.s cnf tell 
the story of the Orange Men's superior- 
ity on the . a/tlack, and the fact that a 
Syracuse march was often stopped when 
.seemingly un^3oppablc tells another story 
of Brown's !.uncrt> work on the defen.sive 
in the pinche*. This superiority . of 
Brown's defense and Syracuse's offen- 
sive accoinits for the resultant 0—0 score. 

The only team to have real opportun- 
ities to score was Brown, but in neither 
of two case scould the Brnnonians come 
across with the necessary punch. Sweet 
sent a thrill through tlic Brown stands 
in the last mimite of play when, after 
Swaney had intercepted a Syracuse for- 
ward pass, he attempted a field goal from 
the forty-two-yard line The ball was 
well directed, but it lacked tlie necessary 
distance, fallin gbetween the goal posts 
almost on the goal line. 

The Orange team is an experienced 
outfit. The line is the same as the one 
tiiai played all o flast season with the 
exception of left table, where Stai;obin, 
the mainstay of last year's freshman 
team, is occupying the position left va- 
cant by the gradua.tion of Captain Bert 
Gulick. 

In the backficld, Johnny Simmons, an- 
other of last year's freshmen, is calling 
signals in place of Harry Herbert, who 
was obliged to give up the game because 
of an injury to his spine reeeiwd in 
the Colgate game last year. "Swede" 
Anderson, last year's consistent line 
plunger, is back at his old position. But 
Kellog and Zimmerman, last year's stars, 
are having a h.ird time holding on with 
McBride and Bowman, la&t year's bril- 
liant freshmen, showing their present 
form. 

McGill meets Syracuse at Archbold 
Stadium on November Ihh, and the in- 
ternational aspect of the game is attract- 
ing much attention. Syracuse was vic- 
torious in the first meeting of the teams 
at Molson Stadium last November 5th. 
but had a hard time pulling through to 
a 13-0 victory. McGill held them score- 
less for three periodr.

That the future hope of Germany lies 
in the present college students is the opin- 
ion of Earl Gilbrcafh, a School of The- 
ology stuflent, Boston, who, in company 
with Stanley High, anotherTheology stu- 
dent, toured Europe durin gthe past sum- 
mer studying conditions among the stu- 
dent classes. 

Mr. High, who is the atithor of 
"China's Place n the Sun," was gath- 
emg materai for a new hook on the stu- 
dent movement in Europe with particular 
emphasis On conditions in Germany.

"Previous to the war, conditions were 
made intolerable for the student who 
wished to work his wa ythrough college, 
but owing to the effort of the student 
movement, the student who works is now 
given all possible assstance," said Mr. 
Gilbreath. 

At Dresden the students have acquired 
armj' field kitclicns and cook all their 
own meals at a third of the usual cost. 

"The nailional spirit is strong among 
the students, whose ideal is still of a 
Germany dominant. Disappontmenti at 
the present government is expressed 
with opinions alwut evenly divided as to 



The audience at the international de- 
bate in which Oxford and Princeton 
University debaters participated in List 
week at Princeton awarded the decision 
to the affirmative team which argued 
the question, "Resolved, That the United 
States -should at once enter 'the' Leaciie 
of Nations." Following the Oxonian 
custom a vote was taken in the audience 
by a show of hands, the affirmative win- 
ning by a vote of 331 to J. 03. 
' The affirmative was upheld by Edward 
Marjoribanks and M. C. Mollis, of Ox- 
ford, and A. Avidan, of Princeton. K. 
M. Lindsay, of Oxford; who Was to have 
spoken on the negative, was unable to be 
present because of illness, and G. John- 
ston and D. A. Stauffcr were obliged to 
uphold the negative unassisted'. ' ' Presi- 
dent Hibbcn opened the. meeting' with a 
few words of welcome to^tlic' Englisli- 
iticn. ' ' 

Edward .Marjoribanks opened the de- 
bate for the affirmative. It was his 
contention, that the' League of - 'Nations 
fulfills a three-fold, purpose— military, 
political and economic. . He maintahied 
that .sanction of the League means pre- 
vention of future wars and that economic 
relafiolis between Europe and- Ahiorica 
are loo close for Europe's 'collapse to 
leave the 'United States imaffccted. 

"■^'our country is eminently- well 
fitted," said Marjoribanks in conclusion, 
'to play an important part in the;LoAguc 
of Nations for it is in itself a League. 
Represented in your nation is every na- 
tionality of Europe, still harborinj^its 
petty racial prejudices, but subordinating 
them to the ideal of American citiren- 
hip. Extension of this principle to 
tiie world would result in a working 
League of Nations." 

".America's traditional policy Js to in- 
terest herself only in questions of world 
interest," contended G. Johnston, - first 
speaker for the negative. "The negative 
does not consider that the League of 
Nations is a world question, but is rather 
European in its scope. Since Europe's 
diplomacj' is basically different from tliat 
of the United States, our entrance into 
the League would merely involve us in 
European polities, 

"We believe," the speaker continued, 
"that the Washington Conference has 
done more to limit armaments than the 
League of Nations has, although reduc- 
tion of armaments was one of thef car- 
dinal principles of the League. The 
United States, unfamiliar with, the by- 
ways of European diplomacy is- not 
qualified to lead the Avay in European 
affairs." 

A. Avidan, second speaker for the af- 
firmative, declared that the League of 
Nations is the only practical agency for 
world peace. In summing up the nega- 
tive side, D. A. StaufFer outlined the 
four main objections to the League of 
Nations. The final speaker for the af- 
firmative was M. C. Mollis, who asserted 
that the United States, could not be 
forced into wars without her own con- 
sent. 

The following is a clipping from an 
editorial in the Daily Princctonian oh 
the subject in question: 

"In discussing the question of .the en- 
trance of the United States into the 
League of Nations, two points may 
safely be assumed as premisis— first, that 
an asociation of nations in some form 
is desirable: and second, that- the- United 
States must eventually enter such, a 
league. It is .dear that future wars 
can only be prevented by the substitu- 
tion of internationalism for selfish na- 
tionalism. And in these days when the 
Atlantic is so narrow that a speaker in 
Newark can be heard -in Undori, to 
maintain that America can possibly pre- 
serve the aloofness advised by Wash- 
ington, is sheer nonsense. 



The nominations for the position of 
secretary of the .\rts I.'ttdergradnate 
Society closed on Friday, and resulted in 
two men as candidates for the office — 
II. F. Feaklc and"^. Douskcss. Both 
these men arc fr'eslimcn, as this is one 
of the conditions fo'f holding office as 
.secretary, but both are already well 
known and arc fast making a name for 
themselves In college. Feaklc is already 
president of Arts '26, thus proving his 
popularity, and Doiiskcss also has a large 
following among the members of his 
year, so that a spirited contest can . be 
expected. 

At first it was thought that there 
would be no contest, as' Feakle's name 
was first received, and no more tiomina 
tions seemed to-be forthcoming for some 
tiine, but at the eleventh hour Douskcss' 
name was handed in. thus making :m 
election necessary.

In fact, they .are in 
most cases a sign of apathy,' and-of l.ick 
of interest in s.tudcnt affairs- by the 
members of the undergradijatc body. 
However, now that, the first year men 
have shown enough interest lo liominatc 
two of their number to run for election 
it is up to the rest of tUe. Arts men to 
turn out and show that the old Arts 
spirit is still going strong, for it is im- 
portant that the right man be elected, so 
that the traditions of the Am faculty 
may be upheld in a fitting manner. -
